Whichever notice you choose, it is recommended that it be 
placed on or near the equipment and be large enough in 
type size to be easily visible and readable. Even office 
equipment should bear this notice. 


Interlibrary loans of photocopies are not eliminated but cer- 
tain requirements are to be implemented.
